PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

THIS ORDINANCE SHALL BE KNOWN AS THE COOK COUNTY HEALTH 
AND SAFETY REGULATION FOR OPERATING TATTOO AND CERTAIN 
BODY PIERCING STUDIOS 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 7, Section 6a of 
the Illinois Constitution of 1970 with power to regulate those matters which pertain to its government and 
affairs; and 

WHEREAS, in the exercise of home rule powers, the Cook County Board can adopt an ordinance 
governing minimum standards of operation for tattoo parlors and body piercing studios to protect the 
health and welfare of the citizens of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, over the past decade there has been a proliferation of tattoo parlors and body piercing 
studios throughout Cook County; and 
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WHEREAS, some of the clients served by these establishments are under age youth who may not have 
the consent of parents or guardians; and 

WHEREAS, it has been called to our attention that currently there are no effective regulations in Cook 
County or the State of Illinois governing the operation of tattoo parlors and body piercing studios or its 
practitioners; and 

WHEREAS, the process of tattoo and body piercing is invasive; the risk of infection and the transmission 
of diseases such as HIV, AIDS and hepatitis through bloodbome pathogens, and other body fluids make 
the need for regulations imperative. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, that the Board of Commissioners of Cook County, Illinois 
establishes health and safety regulations for the operation of Tattoo Parlors and Body Piercing Studios to 
protect the citizens of Cook County.

ARTICLE I 
DEFINITIONS 


(a) Aftercare: means written instructions given to the client, specific to the body art procedure(s) 
rendered, about caring for the body art and surrounding area, including information about when to 
seek medical treatment, if necessary. 

(b) Applicant: means any person who applies to the Cook County Department of Public Health for 
approval for either a Tattoo and/or Certain Body Piercing Studios permit or practitioner permit. 

(c) Autoclave: means an apparatus for sterilization utilizing steam pressure at a specific temperature 
over a period of time. 

(d) Autoclaving: means a process which results in the destruction of all forms of microbial life, 
including highly resistant spores, by the use of an autoclave for a minimum of thirty minutes at 20 
pounds of pressure (PSI) at a temperature of 270 degrees Fahrenheit. 

(e) Bloodbome: pathogens standard means OSH A Guidelines contained in 29 CFR 1910.1030, 
entitled "Occupational Exposure to Bloodbome Pathogens.” 
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(0 Board of Health: means the Cook County Department of Public Health that has jurisdiction in the 
community in which a Tattoo and Certain Body Piercing Studio is located including the Board or 
officer having like powers and duties in towns where there is no Board of Health. 

(g) Body Art: means the practice of physical body adornment by permitted establishments and 
practitioners using, but not limited to, the following techniques: body piercing, tattooing, cosmetic 
tattooing, branding, and scarification. This definition does not include practices that are considered 
medical procedures by the Illinois Department of Professional Regulation and the Federation of 
State Medical Board of Illinois, such as implants under the skin, which are prohibited. 

(h) Tattoo and Certain Body Piercing Studios or Establishment: means a location, place, or 
business that has been granted a permit by the Cook County Clerk’s Office, whether public or 
private, where the practices of body art are performed, whether or not for profit. 

(i) Body Art Practitioner or Practitioner: means a specifically identified individual who has been 
granted a permit by the Cook County Clerk’s Office to perform body art in an establishment that 
has been granted a permit by the Board. 

(j) Body Piercing: means puncturing or penetrating the skin of a client with pre-sterilized single-use 
needles and the insertion of pre-sterilized jewelry or other adornment into the opening. This 
definition excludes piercing of the earlobe with a pre-sterilized single-use stud-and-clasp system 
manufactured exclusively for ear-piercing. 

(k) Branding: means inducing a pattern of scar tissue by use of a heated material (usually metal) to 
the skin, making a serious burn, which eventually becomes a scar. 

(l) Client: means a member of the public who requests a body art procedure at a Tattoo and Certain 
Body Piercing Studio. 

(m) Contaminated Waste: means waste as defined in applicable State and/or Federal Regulations: 
Storage and Disposal of Infectious or Physically Dangerous Medical or Biological Waste, as 
contained in the Illinois State Statute. 

(n) Department: means the Cook County Department of Public Health or its authorized 
representatives. 

(o) Disinfectant: means a product registered as a disinfectant by the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA). 

(p) Disinfection: means the destruction of disease-causing microorganisms on inanimate objects or 
surfaces, thereby rendering these objects safe for use or handling. 

(q) Ear piercing: means the puncturing of the lobe of the ear with a pre-sterilized single-use stud-and- 
clasp ear-piercing system following the manufacturer's instructions. 

(r) Equipment: means all machinery, including fixtures, containers, vessels, tools, devices, 
implements, furniture, display and storage areas, sinks, and all other apparatus and appurtenances 
used in connection with the operation of a Tattoo and Certain Body Piercing Studios. 

(s) Hand Sink: means a lavatory equipped with hot and cold running water under pressure, used 
solely for washing hands, arms, or other portions of the body. 
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(t) Hot water: means water that attains and maintains a temperature of 110°-130°F. 

(u) Instruments Used for Body Art: means hand pieces, needles, needle bars, and other instruments 
that may come in contact with a client's body or may be exposed to bodily fluids during any body 
art procedure. 

(v) Invasive: means entry into the client’s body either by incision or insertion of any instruments into 
or through the skin or mucosa, or by any other means intended to puncture, break, or otherwise 
compromise the integrity of the skin or mucosa. 

(w) Jewelry: means any ornament inserted into a newly pierced area, which must be made of surgical 
implant-grade stainless steel; solid 14k or 18k white or yellow gold, niobium, titanium, or platinum; 
or a dense, low-porosity plastic, which is free of nicks, scratches, or irregular surfaces and has been 
properly sterilized prior to use. 

(x) Minor: means any person under the age of eighteen (18) years. 

(y) Operator: means any person who individually, or jointly or severally with others, owns, or 
controls an establishment, but is not a body art practitioner. 

(z) Permit: means certification of approval by the Cook County Department of Public Health in 
writing to either (1) operate a Tattoo and/or Certain Body Piercing Studio or (2) operate as a body 
art practitioner within a Tattoo and/or Certain Body Piercing Studio. Cook County Department of 
Public Health approval shall be granted solely for the practice of body art pursuant to the provisions 
of this Ordinance. Said permit is exclusive of the establishment’s compliance with other practice or 
permitting requirements that may exist within community or political subdivision comprising the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners jurisdiction. 

(aa) Person: means an individual, any fonn of business or social organization or any other non¬ 
governmental legal entity, including but not limited to corporations, partnerships, limited-liability 
companies, associations, trusts or unincorporated organizations. 

(bb) Physician: means an individual licensed as a qualified physician by the State of Illinois 
Department of Professional Regulation and the Federation of State Medical Board of Illinois. 

(cc) Procedure Surface: means any surface of an inanimate object that contacts the client's unclothed 
body during a body art procedure, skin preparation of the area adjacent to and including the body 
art procedure, or any associated work area which may require sanitizing. 

(dd) Sanitary: means clean and free of agents of infection or disease. 

(ee) Sanitize: means the application of a U.S. EPA registered sanitizer on a cleaned surface in 
accordance with the label instructions. 

(ff) Scarification: means altering skin texture by cutting the skin and controlling the body’s healing 
process in order to produce wounds, which result in permanently raised wheals or bumps known as 
keloids. 

(gg) Sharps: means any object, sterile or contaminated, that may intentionally or accidentally cut or 
penetrate the skin or mucosa, including, but not limited to, needle devices, lancets, scalpel blades, 
razor blades, and broken glass. 
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(hh) Sharps Container: means a puncture-resistant, leak-proof container that can be closed for 
handling, storage, transportation, and disposal and that is labeled with the International Biohazard 
Symbol. 

(ii) Single Use Items: means products or items that are intended for one-time, one-person use and are 
disposed of after use on each client, including, but not limited to, cotton swabs or balls, tissues or 
paper products, paper or plastic cups, gauze and sanitary coverings, razors, piercing needles, scalpel 
blades, stencils, ink cups, and protective gloves. 

(jj) Sterilize: means the use of a physical or chemical procedure to destroy all microbial life including 
highly resistant bacterial endospores. 

(kk) Tattoo: means the indelible mark, figure, or decorative design introduced by insertion of dyes or 
pigments into or under the subcutaneous portion of the skin. 

(11) Tattooing: means any method of placing ink or other pigment into or under the skin or mucosa by 
the aid of needles or any other instrument used to puncture the skin, resulting in permanent 
coloration of the skin or mucosa. This term includes all forms of cosmetic tattooing. 

(mm) Ultrasonic Cleaning Unit: means a unit approved by the Board, physically large enough to fully 
submerge instruments in liquid, which removes all foreign matter from the instruments by means of 
high frequency oscillations transmitted through the contained liquid. 

(nn) Universal Precautions: means a set of guidelines and controls, published by the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention (CDC), as "Guidelines for Prevention of Transmission of Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) and Hepatitis B Virus (HBV) to Health-Care and Public-Safety 
Workers". 


ARTICLE II 
LIMITATIONS 


2.1 Exemptions 

(A) Physicians licensed to practice medicine by the State of Illinois who perform body art 
procedures as part of patient treatment are exempt from these regulations. 

(B) Individuals who pierce only the lobe of the ear with a pre-sterilized single-use stud-and-clasp 
ear-piercing system are exempt from these regulations. 

2.2 Restrictions 


(A) No tattooing, piercing of genitalia, branding, or scarification shall be performed on a person 
under the age of 18. 

(B) Body piercing, other than piercing the genitalia, may be performed on a person under the age 
of 18 provided that the person is accompanied by a properly identified parent, legal custodial 
parent, or legal guardian who has signed a form consenting to such procedure. 
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ARTICLE III 


OPERATION OF TATTOO AND CERTAIN BODY PIERCING STUDIOS 


Unless otherwise ordered or approved by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, each Tattoo and 
Certain Body Piercing Studio shall be constructed, operated and maintained to meet the following 
minimum requirements but not limited to the following: 

3.1 Physical Plant 

(A) Walls, floors, ceilings, and procedure surfaces shall be smooth, free of open holes or cracks, 
light-colored, washable, and in good repair. Walls, floors, and ceilings shall be maintained in 
a clean condition. All procedure surfaces, including client chairs/benches, shall be of such 
construction as to be easily cleaned and sanitized after each client. 

(B) Solid partitions or walls extending from floor to ceiling shall separate the establishment’s 
space from any other room used for human habitation, any food establishment, or room 
where food is prepared, any hair salon or barber shop, any retail sales, or any other such 
activity that may cause potential contamination of work surfaces. 

(C) The establishment shall take all measures necessary to ensure against the presence or 
breeding of insects, vermin, and rodents within the establishment. 

(D) Each body art station shall have a minimum of 45 square feet of floor space for each 
practitioner. Each establishment shall have an area that may be screened from public view 
for clients requesting privacy. Multiple body art stations shall be separated by a divider or 
partition at a minimum. 

(E) The establishment shall be well ventilated and provided with an artificial light source 
equivalent to at least 20 foot candles 3 feet off the floor, except that at least 100 foot candles 
shall be provided at the level where the body art procedure is being performed, and where 
instruments and sharps are assembled. 

(F) A separate, readily accessible hand sink with hot and cold running water under pressure, 
preferably equipped with wrist- or foot-operated controls and supplied with liquid soap, and 
disposable paper towels stored in fixed dispensers shall be readily accessible within the 
establishment. Each operator area shall have a hand sink. 

(G) There shall be a minimum of one toilet room containing a toilet and sink. The toilet room 
shall be provided with toilet paper, liquid hand soap and paper towels stored in a fixed 
dispenser. 

(H) At least one covered, foot operated waste receptacle shall be provided in each operator area 
and each toilet room. Receptacles in the operator area shall be emptied daily. Solid waste 
shall be stored in covered, leak proof, rodent-resistant containers and shall be removed from 
the premises at least weekly. 
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(I) At least one janitorial sink shall be provided in each Tattoo and Certain Body Piercing Studio 
for use in cleaning the establishment and proper disposal of non-contaminated liquid wastes 
in accordance with all applicable Federal, state and local laws. Said sink shall be of adequate 
size equipped with hot and cold running water under pressure and permit the cleaning of the 
establishment and any equipment used for cleaning. 

(J) All instruments and supplies shall be stored in clean, dry, and covered containers. Containers 
shall be kept in a secure area specifically dedicated to the storage of all instruments and 
supplies. 

(K) The establishment shall have a cleaning area. Every cleaning area shall have an area for the 
placement of an autoclave or other sterilization unit located or positioned a minimum of 36 
inches from the required ultrasonic cleaning unit. 

(L) The establishment shall have a customer waiting area, exclusive and separate from any 
workstation, instrument storage area, cleaning area or any other area in the Tattoo and Certain 
Body Piercing Studio used for body art activity. 

(M) No animals of any kind shall be allowed in a Tattoo and Certain Body Piercing Studio except 
service animals used by persons with disabilities (e.g., seeing eye dogs). Fish aquariums 
shall be allowed in waiting rooms and nonprocedural areas. 

(N) Smoking, eating, or drinking is prohibited in the area where body art is performed, with the 
exception of fluids being offered to a client during or after a body art procedure. 

3.2 Requirements for Single Use Items Including Inks. Dyes, and Pigments 

(A) Single-use items shall not be used on more than one client for any reason. After use, all 
single-use sharps shall be immediately disposed of in approved sharps containers. 

(B) All products applied to the skin, such as but not limited to body art stencils, applicators, 
gauze and razors, shall be single use and disposable. 

(C) Hollow bore needles or needles with a cannula shall not be reused. 

(D) All inks, dyes, pigments, solid core needles, and equipment shall be specifically 
manufactured for performing body art procedures and shall be used according to 
manufacturer's instructions. 

(E) Inks, dyes or pigments may be mixed and may only be diluted with water from an approved 
potable source. Immediately before a tattoo is applied, the quantity of the dye to be used 
shall be transferred from the dye bottle and placed into single-use paper cups or plastic caps. 
Upon completion of the tattoo, these single-use cups or caps and their contents shall be 
discarded. 

3.3 Sanitation and Sterilization Measures and Procedures 

(A) All non-disposable instruments used for body art, including all reusable solid core needles, 
pins and stylets, shall be cleaned thoroughly after each use by scrubbing with an appropriate 
soap or disinfectant solution and hot water, (to remove blood and tissue residue), and shall be 
placed in an ultrasonic unit operated in accordance with manufacturer's instructions. 
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(B) After being cleaned, all non-disposable instruments used for body art shall be packed 
individually in sterilizer packs and subsequently sterilized in a steam autoclave. All sterilizer 
packs shall contain either a sterilizer indicator or internal temperature indicator. Sterilizer 
packs must be dated with an expiration date not to exceed six (6) months. 

(C) The autoclave shall be used, cleaned, and maintained according to manufacturer's instruction. 
A copy of the manufacturer's recommended procedures for the operation of the autoclave 
must be available for inspection by the Board. Autoclaves shall be located away from 
workstations or areas frequented by the public. 

(D) Each holder of a permit to operate a Tattoo and Certain Body Piercing Studio shall 
demonstrate that the autoclave used is capable of attaining sterilization by monthly spore 
destruction tests. These tests shall be verified through an independent laboratory. The permit 
shall not be issued or renewed until documentation of the autoclave’s ability to destroy spores 
is received by the Board. These test records shall be retained by the operator for a period of 
three (3) years and made available to the Board upon request. 

(E) All instruments used for body art procedures shall remain stored in sterile packages until just 
prior to the performance of a body art procedure. After sterilization, the instruments used in 
body art procedures shall be stored in a dry, clean cabinet or other tightly covered container 
reserved for the storage of such instruments. 

(F) Sterile instruments may not be used if the package has been breached or after the expiration 
date without first repackaging and resterilizing. 

(G) If the Tattoo and Certain Body Piercing Studios uses only sterile single-use, disposable 
instruments, and products, and uses sterile supplies, an autoclave shall not be required. 

(H) When assembling instruments used for body art procedures, the operator shall wear 
disposable medical gloves and use medically recognized techniques to ensure that the 
instruments and gloves are not contaminated. 

(I) Reusable cloth items shall be mechanically washed with detergent and dried after each use. 
The cloth items shall be stored in a dry, clean environment until used. 

3.4 Posting Requirements 

The following shall be prominently displayed: 

(A) A Disclosure Statement, a model of which shall be available from the Cook County 
Department of Public Health. A Disclosure Statement shall also be given to each client, 
advising him/her of the risks and possible consequences of body art procedures. 

(B) The name, address and phone number of the local Board of Health that has jurisdiction and 
the procedure for filing a complaint. 

(C) An Emergency Plan, including: 

(1) A plan for the purpose of contacting police, fire, or emergency medical services in the 
event of an emergency. 
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(2) A telephone in good working order shall be easily available and accessible to all 
employees and clients during all hours of operation. 

(3) A sign at or adjacent to the telephone indicating the correct emergency telephone 
numbers. 

(4) An occupancy and use permit as issued by the local building official. 

(5) A current establishment permit. 

(6) Each practitioner’s permit. 

3.5 Establishment Recordkeeping 

The establishment shall maintain the following records in a secure place for a minimum of three (3) 
years, and such records shall be made available to the Cook County Department of Public Health 
upon request: 

(A) Establishment information, which shall include: 

(1) Establishment name. 

(2) Hours of operation. 

(3) Owner's name and address. 

(4) A complete description of all body art procedures performed. 

(5) An inventory of all instruments and body jewelry, all sharps, and all inks used for any 
and all body art procedures, including names of manufacturers and serial or lot numbers, 
if applicable. Invoices or packing slips shall satisfy this requirement. 

(6) A Material Safety Data Sheet, when available, for each ink and dye used by the 
establishment. 

(7) A copy of these regulations. 

(B) Employee information, which shall include: 

(1) Full names and exact duties. 

(2) Date of birth. 

(3) Home address. 

(4) Home/work phone numbers. 

(C) Client Information, which shall include: 

(1) Name. 
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(2) Date of birth. 

(3) Address of the client. 

(4) Date of the procedure. 

(5) Name of the practitioner who performed the procedure(s). 

(6) Description of procedure(s) performed and the location on the body. 

(7) A signed consent form as specified by 4(D)(2). 

(8) If the client is a person under the age of 18, proof of parental or guardian identification, 
presence and consent including a copy of the photographic identification of the parent or 
guardian. 

(D) Client information shall be kept confidential at all times. 

3.6 Health Requirements 

The establishment shall require that all body art practitioners have either completed, or were offered 
and declined, in writing, the hepatitis B vaccination series. Records documenting compliance with 
this requirement shall be provided to the Cook County Department of Public Health upon request. 

ARTICLE IV 

STANDARDS OF PRACTICE 

4.1 Standards of Practice 


Practitioners are required to comply with the following minimum health standards: 

(A) A practitioner shall perform all body art procedures in accordance with Universal Precautions 
set forth by the U.S Centers for Disease Control and Prevention. 

(B) A practitioner shall refuse service to any person who may be under the influence of alcohol or 
drugs. 

(C) Practitioners who use ear-piercing systems must conform to the manufacturer's directions for 
use, and to applicable U.S. Food and Drug Administration requirements. No practitioner 
shall use an ear piercing system on any part of the client’s body other than the lobe of the ear. 

(D) Health History and Client Informed Consent. Prior to performing a body art procedure on a 
client, the practitioner shall: 

(1) Inform the client, verbally and in writing that the following health conditions may 
increase health risks associated with receiving a body art procedure: 
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(a) History of diabetes. 

(b) History of hemophilia (bleeding). 

(c) History of skin diseases, skin lesions, or skin sensitivities to soaps, disinfectants, etc. 

(d) History of allergies or adverse reactions to pigments, dyes, or other sensitivities. 

(e) History of epilepsy, seizures, fainting, or narcolepsy. 

(f) Use of medications such as anticoagulants, which thin the blood and/or interfere with 
blood clotting. 

(g) Any other conditions such as hepatitis or HIV. 

(2) Require that the client sign a form confirming that the above information was provided, 
that the client does not have a condition that prevents them from receiving body art, that 
the client consents to the performance of the body art procedure and that the client has 
been given the aftercare instructions as required by section 5(K). 

(E) A practitioner shall maintain the highest degree of personal cleanliness, conform to best 
standard hygienic practices, and wear clean clothes when performing body art procedures. 
Before performing body art procedures, the practitioner must thoroughly wash their hands in 
hot running water with liquid soap, then rinse hands and dry with disposable paper towels. 
This shall be done as often as necessary to remove contaminants. 

(F) In performing body art procedures, a practitioner shall wear disposable single-use gloves. 
Gloves shall be changed if they become pierced, tom, or otherwise contaminated by contact 
with any unclean surfaces or objects or by contact with a third person. The gloves shall be 
discarded, at a minimum, after the completion of each procedure on an individual client, and 
hands shall be washed in accordance with section (E) before the next set of gloves is put on. 
Under no circumstances shall a single pair of gloves be used on more than one person. The 
use of disposable single-use gloves does not preclude or substitute for hand washing 
procedures as part of a good personal hygiene program. 

(G) The skin of the practitioner shall be free of rash or infection. No practitioner affected with 
boils, infected wounds, open sores, abrasions, weeping dermatological lesions or acute 
respiratory infection shall work in any area of a Tattoo and Certain Body Piercing Studio in 
any capacity in which there is a likelihood that that person could contaminate body art 
equipment, supplies, or working surfaces with body substances or pathogenic organisms. 

(H) Any item or instrument used for body art that is contaminated during the procedure shall be 
discarded and replaced immediately with a new disposable item or a new sterilized 
instrument or item before the procedure resumes. 

(I) Preparation and care of a client's skin area must comply with the following: 

(1) Any skin or mucosa surface to receive a body art procedure shall be free of rash or any 
visible infection. 

(2) Before a body art procedure is performed, the immediate skin area and the areas of skin 
surrounding where body art procedure is to be placed shall be washed with soap and 
water or an approved surgical skin preparation. If shaving is necessary, single-use 
disposable razors or safety razors with single-service blades shall be used. Blades shall 
be discarded after each use, and reusable holders shall be cleaned and autoclaved after 
use. Following shaving, the skin and surrounding area shall be washed with soap and 
water. The washing pad shall be discarded after a single use. 
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(3) In the event of bleeding, all products used to stop the bleeding or to absorb blood shall be 
single use, and discarded immediately after use in appropriate covered containers, and 
disposed of. 

(J) Petroleum jellies, soaps, and other products used in the application of stencils shall be 
dispensed and applied on the area to receive a body art procedure with sterile gauze or other 
sterile applicator to prevent contamination of the original container and its contents. The 
applicator or gauze shall be used once and then discarded. 

(K) The practitioner shall provide each client with verbal and written instructions on the aftercare 
of the body art site. The written instructions shall advise the client: 

(1) On the proper cleansing of the area which received the body art. 

(2) To consult a health care provider for: 

(a) unexpected redness, tenderness, or swelling at the site of the body art procedure; 

(b) any rash; 

(c) unexpected drainage at or from the site of the body art procedure; or 

(d) a fever within 24 hours of the body art procedure; and 

(3) The address, and phone number of the establishment. A copy shall be provided to the 
client. A model set of aftercare instructions shall be made available by the Department. 

(L) Contaminated waste shall be stored, treated, and disposed in accordance with applicable State 
and/or Federal Regulations: Storage and Disposal of Infectious or Physically Dangerous 
Medical or Biological Waste, State Sanitary Code. 

ARTICLE V 

REPORTS/COMPLAINTS 


5.1 Injury Reports 

A written report of any injury, infection complication or disease as a result of a body art procedure, 
or complaint of injury, infection complication or disease, shall be forwarded by the operator to the 
Board which issued the permit, with a copy to the injured client within five working days of its 
occurrence or knowledge thereof. The report shall include: 

(A) The name of the affected client. 

(B) The name and location of the Tattoo and Certain Body Piercing Studio involved. 

(C) The nature of the injury, infection complication, or disease. 

(D) The name and address of the affected client's health care provider, if any. 

(E) Any other information considered relevant to the situation. 
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5.2 Investigation of Complaints 

(A) The Cook County Department of Public Health shall investigate complaints received about an 
establishment or practitioner’s practices or acts, which may violate any provision of the 
Board's regulations. 

(B) If the Cook County Department of Public Health Finds that an investigation is not required 
because the alleged act or practice is not in violation of the Board's regulations, then the 
Board shall notify the complainant of this finding and the reasons on which it is based. 

(C) If the Cook County Department of Public Health finds that an investigation is required, 
because the alleged act or practice may be in violation of the Board's regulations, the Board 
shall investigate and if a finding is made that the act or practice is in violation of the Board's 
regulations, then the Board shall apply whatever enforcement action is appropriate to remedy 
the situation and shall notify the complainant of its action in this manner. 

ARTICLE VI 
PERMITS AND FEES 


6.1 Application for Tattoo and Certain Body Piercing Studio Cook County Permit and Fees 

(A) No person may operate a Tattoo and Certain Body Piercing Studio without the approval of 
the Cook County Department of Public Health and a valid permit issued by the County 
Clerk’s Office. 

(B) Applications for a permit shall be made on forms prescribed by and available from the Cook 
County Department of Public Health. An applicant shall submit all information required by 
the form and accompanying instructions. The term "application" as used herein shall include 
the original and renewal applications. 

(C) An establishment permit shall be valid from the date of issuance and shall automatically 
expire in one (1) year from the date of issuance unless revoked sooner by the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners upon recommendations from the Cook County Department of 
Public Health. 

(D) The Cook County Department of Public Health shall require that the applicant provide, at a 
minimum, the following information in order to be issued an establishment permit: 

(1) Name, address, and telephone number of: 

(a) The Tattoo and Certain Body Piercing Studio. 

(b) The operator of the establishment. 

(c) The body art practitioner(s) working at the establishment. 

(2) The manufacturer, model number, model year, and serial number, where applicable, of 
the autoclave used in the establishment. 

(3) A signed and dated acknowledgement that the applicant has received, read and 
understood the requirements of the Cook County Department of Public Health by this 
Ordinance. 
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(4) A drawing of the floor plan of the proposed establishment to scale for a plan review by 
the Cook County Department of Public Health, as part of the permit application process. 

(5) Such additional information as the Cook County Department of Public Health and the 
local Board of Health may reasonably require. 

(E) The Cook County Department of Public Health shall set a reasonable fee for such permit. 

(F) A permit for a Tattoo and Certain Body Piercing Studio shall not be transferable from one 
place or person to another. 

6.2 Application for Tattoo and Certain Body Piercing Practitioners Cook County Permit and 
Fees 


(A) No person shall practice body art or perform any body art procedure without first obtaining a 
practitioner permit from the Cook County Department of Public Health. The Cook County 
Board of Commissioners shall set a reasonable fee for such permits. 

(B) A practitioner shall be a minimum of 18 years of age. 

(C) A practitioner permit shall be valid from the date of issuance and shall automatically expire in 
two (2) years from the date of issuance unless revoked sooner by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners upon recommendations from the Cook County Department of Public Health. 

(D) Application for a practitioner permit shall include: 

(1) Name. 

(2) Date of birth. 

(3) Residence address. 

(4) Mailing address. 

(5) Phone number. 

(6) Place(s) of employment as a practitioner. 

(7) Training and/or experience as set out in (E) below. 

(E) Practitioner Training and Experience. 

(1) In reviewing an application for a practitioner permit, the Cook County Department of 
Public Health may consider experience, training, and/or certification acquired in other 
states that regulate body art. 

(2) Training for all practitioners shall be approved by the Cook County Department of Public 
Health and, at a minimum, shall include the following: 
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(a) Bloodbome pathogen training program (or equivalent) which includes infectious 
disease control; waste disposal; hand washing techniques; sterilization equipment 
operation and methods; and sanitization, disinfection and sterilization methods and 
techniques; and 

(b) First Aid and cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR). Examples of courses approved 
by the Board include "Preventing Disease Transmission" (American Red Cross) and 
"Bloodbome Pathogen Training" (U.S. OSHA). Training/courses provided by 
professional body art organizations or associations or by equipment manufacturers 
may also be submitted to the Board for approval. 

(3) The applicant for a body piercing practitioner permit shall provide documentation, 
acceptable to the Cook County Department of Public Health, that she/he completed a 
course on anatomy, completed an examination on anatomy, or possesses an equivalent 
combination of training and experience deemed acceptable to the Board. 

(4) The applicant for a tattoo practitioner permit shall provide documentation acceptable to 
the Board, that she/he completed a course on skin diseases, disorders and conditions, 
including diabetes, or completed an examination on skin diseases, disorders and 
conditions, including diabetes, or possesses a combination of training and experience 
deemed acceptable to the Board. 

(F) A practitioner's permit shall be conditioned upon continued compliance with all applicable 
provisions of these model regulations. 

6.3 Cook County Permits and Fees 

(A) Permit Fees. All tattoo and body piercing studios shall obtain a permit annually except as 
indicated below from the Cook County Department of Public Health and shall pay an annual, 
non-refundable permit fee for each place of business operated as follows: 

(1) $450 per tattoo only studio or temporary location permit for a specified length of time not 
to exceed seven (7) days. 

(2) $600 for a tattoo and body piercing studio or temporary location pennit for a specified 
length of time not to exceed seven (7) days - the fee to be paid as follows: $450 for the 
tattoo portion; and $150 for the body piercing portion. 

(3) $200 per body piercing only studio or temporary location pennit for a specified length of 
time not to exceed seven (7) days. 

(4) This Ordinance shall be administered by the Cook County Department of Public Health. 
The fees accessed will go toward defraying some of the cost associated with 
administration and enforcement of this Ordinance. 

(B) Pennit Fonns. Pennit fonns may be obtained from the Cook County Department of Public 
Health, 1010 Lake Street, Oak Park, Illinois 60301, 708-492-2000. 
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(C) Permit Application. An application shall be submitted for each tattoo studio and a separate 
application shall be submitted for each body piercing studio. The initial Permit Application 
for each studio or temporary location shall be signed and verified, shall be made on the 
Permit Application furnished by the department, and shall contain the following information: 

(1) The full or legal name under which the studio or temporary location is conducted. 

(2) The address of the studio or temporary location that is to be granted a permit. Sufficient 
descriptive information must be included if the studio or temporary location is located in 
a portion of the building with other permit holders. 

(3) If a proprietorship, the name and residence address of the proprietor; if a partnership, the 
names and residence addresses of all partners; if a corporation, the date and place of 
incorporation and name and address of its registered agent in the state; or if any other 
type of association, then the names of the principals of such association. 

(4) For each studio or temporary location, the name(s) and residence address(es) of the 
responsible individual(s) thereof. 

(5) The name(s) of the studio's or temporary location’s artist(s). 

(6) The usual days and hours of operation of each studio or temporary location. 

(7) A description of all services to be provided at the studio or temporary location. 

(D) Issuance of Permit. The Cook County Clerk may issue a permit to the owner of a studio or 
temporary location after determining that the studio or temporary location is in compliance 
with applicable statutes, rules, and zoning codes. 

(1) The initial studio permit shall be valid for one year from the date of issuance which 
becomes the anniversary date. The temporary location permit is valid for a specified 
period not to exceed seven (7) days. 

(2) The renewal studio permit shall be valid for one year from the anniversary date. 

(3) The permit shall be displayed in a prominent place in the studio or temporary location. 

(E) Renewal of Permit - applicable to studios only. 

(1) Each year, the Permit Holder shall renew its permit in accordance with the requirements 
of this section. 

(2) The Permit Holder shall renew the pennit by filing an application for renewal on the form 
prescribed by the Cook County Department of Public Health accompanied by the 
required Pennit Fee. A pennit holder must file for renewal before the expiration date of 
the current pennit. A person who files a renewal application after the expiration date 
must pay an additional $100 as a delinquency fee. 

(3) Failure to submit the renewal application annually in accordance with the provisions of 
this act is subject to a business offense if found guilty in a court of law which constitutes 
a fine up to $5,000 and/or imprisonment up to one year. 
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(a) Amendment of permit. A permit must be amended when the name, ownership, or 
location of the pennitted studio is changed. Such changes require submission of the 
fees as outlined in subsection (a) of this section. 

(b) Notification of change of location of studio. 

(i) Not fewer than 30 days in advance of the change, the Permit Holder shall notify 
the commissioner or the commissioner’s designee in writing of the permit 
holder’s intent to change the location of a studio that has been granted a permit. 
The notice shall include the address of the new location, and the name and 
residence address of the individual in charge of the studio at the new location. 

(ii) Notice will be deemed adequate if the Permit Holder provides the intent and 
verification notices to the commissioner or the commissioner's designee within 
the established time frames of clause (i) of this subparagraph by certified mail, 
return receipt requested, mailed to the Cook County Department of Public 
Health, 1010 West Lake Street, Oak Park, Illinois 60301,708-492-2000. 

(iii) Not later than the tenth day after the change of location is complete, the permit 
holder shall notify the department in writing and shall verify the information 
submitted under clause (i) of this subparagraph. 

(F) Exemption from Permit Holder. Persons who engage only in the following are exempt from 

the pennit requirements of this section: 

(1) A studio or temporary location located within a medical facility which is licensed under 
other law, or an office or clinic of a person licensed by the Illinois State Board of Medical 
Examiners; 

(2) A person who performs only ear piercing; 

(3) A facility in which only ear piercing is performed. 

6.4 Grounds for Denial of Permit, Revocation of Permit, or Refusal to Renew Permit 

(A) The Cook County Department of Public Health may deny a pennit, revoke a pennit or refuse 

to renew a pennit on the following grounds, each of which, in and of itself, shall constitute 

full and adequate grounds for revocation or refusal to renew: 

(1) Any actions which would indicate that the health or safety of the public would be at 
risk. 

(2) Fraud, deceit or misrepresentation in obtaining a pennit, or its renewal. 

(3) Criminal conduct which the Cook County Board of Commissioners detennines to be 
of such a nature as to render the establishment, practitioner or applicant unfit to 
practice body art as evidenced by criminal proceedings resulting in a conviction, 
guilty plea, or plea of nolo contendere or an admission of sufficient facts. 

(4) Any present or past violation of the Cook County Board of Commissioner regulations 
governing the practice of body art. 
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(5) Practicing body art while the ability to practice is impaired by alcohol, drugs, 
physical disability or mental instability. 

(6) Being habitually drunk or being dependent on, or a habitual user of narcotics, 
barbiturates, amphetamines, hallucinogens, or other drugs having similar effects. 

(7) Knowingly permitting, aiding or abetting an unauthorized person to perform 
activities requiring a permit. 

(8) Continuing to practice while his/her permit is lapsed, suspended, or revoked. 

(9) Having been disciplined in another jurisdiction in any way by the proper permitting 
authority for reasons substantially the same as those set forth in the Board's 
regulations. 

(10) Other just and sufficient cause which the Board may determine would render the 
establishment, practitioner or applicant unfit to practice body art. 

(B) The Cook County Department of Public Health shall notify an applicant, establishment or 
practitioner in writing of any violation of the Cook County Department of Public Health 
regulations, for which the Cook County Department of Public Health intends to deny, revoke, 
or refuse to renew a permit. The applicant, establishment or practitioner shall have seven (7) 
days after receipt of such written notice in which to comply with the Cook County 
Department of Public Health regulations. The Cook County Department of Public Health 
may deny, revoke or refuse to renew a permit, if the applicant, establishment or practitioner 
fails to comply after said seven (7) days. 

(C) Applicants denied a permit may reapply at any time after denial. 

6.5 Grounds for Suspension of Permit 

The Cook County Board of Commissioners may summarily suspend a permit pending a final 
hearing on the merits on the question of revocation if, based on the evidence before it, the Cook 
County Department of Public Health determines that an establishment and/or a practitioner is an 
immediate and serious threat to the public health, safety or welfare. The suspension of a permit 
shall take effect immediately upon written notice of such suspension by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners. 

6.6 Procedure for Hearings 

(A) Suspension of a Pennit. 

(1) After a Cook County Board of Commissioners suspension of a pennit, a hearing shall be 
initiated pursuant to existing procedures, no later than twenty-one (21) calendar days 
after the effective date of the suspension. 

(2) Upon written request to the Cook County Department of Public Health, the establishment 
or practitioner shall be afforded an opportunity to be heard concerning the suspension of 
the pennit by the Board. 
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(3) In cases of suspension of a permit, the hearing officer shall determine whether the Cook 
County Department of Public Health has proved by a preponderance of the evidence that 
there existed immediately prior to or at the time of the suspension an immediate and 
serious threat to the public health, safety or welfare. The hearing officer shall issue a 
written decision, which contains a summary of the testimony and evidence considered 
and the reasons for the decision. 

(B) Denial, Revocation, or Refusal to Renew a Permit. 

(1) If the Cook County Department of Public Health determines that a permit shall be denied, 
revoked, or not renewed pursuant to the Cook County Department of Public Health 
regulations, the Cook County Department of Public Health shall initiate a hearing in 
accordance with existing procedures. 

(2) Following the hearing, the hearing officer shall issue a written decision that contains a 
summary of the testimony and evidence considered and the reasons for the decision. 

ARTICLE VII 

UNAUTHORIZED PRACTICE OF BODY ART 

7.1 Fines 


The Cook County Board of Commissioners shall refer to the appropriate District Attorney, 
Attorney General, or other law enforcement official any incidents of unauthorized practice of body 
art. Any person found by a court who has been operating without a permit is subject to a business 
offense with a fine up to $5,000 or one year in prison. Any Person found by a court to have 
knowingly violated any provision of this Ordinance shall be fined up to $1,000. Any person who 
knowingly furnished false or misleading information to the Cook County Department of Public 
Health, upon conviction shall be subject to a fine not to exceed $500 for any one offense. 

ARTICLE VIII 

SEVERABILITY 

If any provision contained in the model regulations is deemed invalid for any reason, it shall be 
severed and shall not affect the validity of the remaining provisions. 

ARTICLE IX 

EFFECTIVE DATE 

This Ordinance shall be effective immediately upon becoming law and shall remain in full force 
and effect unless amended or revoked by law.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY HUMAN RIGHTS ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, Cook County seeks to protect its citizens in the enjoyment of civil rights and to promote 
mutual understanding and respect among all who live within the County; and 

WHEREAS, discrimination, prejudice, intolerance and bigotry directly and profoundly threaten the rights 
and freedom of Cook County residents; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County has passed ordinances to protect the civil rights of those who live and work 
within the County, including the prohibition of discrimination based on source of income in rental real 
estate transactions; and 

WHEREAS, the prohibition of discrimination based on source of income in rental real estate transactions 
does not protect persons with housing choice vouchers, participants in the federal Section 8 Housing 
Assistance Program (42 U.S.C. 1437f) from discrimination on the basis of their source of housing-related 
income; and 

WHEREAS, the housing choice voucher program is the federal government's largest rental assistance 
program for providing aid to low-income households who need assistance with their rent as well as the 
primary source of rental assistance for Cook County residents; and 

WHEREAS, discrimination against families, women, persons of color, persons with disabilities, and 
senior citizens who use housing choice vouchers to supplement their rental income is a pervasive and 
growing problem within Cook County, leading to the concentration of persons with housing choice 
vouchers in certain parts of Cook County, undermining economic and racial diversity, limiting where 
people can choose to live, forcing people to live far from work, and generally undermining the quality of 
lives; and 

WHEREAS, in order to achieve racial and economic diversity throughout Cook County, and end the 
racial isolation and poverty concentration in certain parts of Cook County, prohibition against denying 
rental housing to housing choice voucher holders on the basis of their source of housing-related income is 
necessary. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, in order to protect these citizens, the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners proposes that the term "source of income", shall be defined to include all lawful sources 
of income, including housing choice vouchers, as defined, and be added as an amendment to the Cook 
County Human Rights Ordinance (Ordinance No. 93-0-13, approved and adopted March 16, 1993); and 

FURTHERMORE, it is proposed that various Sections of Ordinance No. 93-0-13, the Cook County 
Human Rights Ordinance, be amended as follows: 
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II. DEFINITIONS 

Whenever used in this Ordinance, unless otherwise defined herein: 

(A) "Age" means chronological age of not less than 40 years. 

(B) "Credit transaction" means the grant, denial, extension or termination of credit to an individual. 

(C) "Disability" means (1) a physical or mental impairment that substantially limits one or more of the 
major life activities of an individual; (2) a record of such an impairment; or (3) being regarded as having 
such an impairment. Excluded from this definition is an impairment relating to the illegal use, possession 
or distribution of "controlled substances" as defined in schedules I through V of the Controlled 
Substances Act (21 U.S.C. 812). 

(D) "Employee" means (1) any individual whether paid or unpaid, engaged in employment for an 
employer; or (2) an applicant for employment. 

(E) (1) "Employer" means any person employing one or more employees, or seeking to employ one or 
more employees, (a) if the person has its principal place of business within Cook County; or (b) does 
business within Cook County. (2) "Employer" does not mean (a) the government of the United States or 
a corporation wholly owned by the government of the United States; (b) an Indian tribe or a corporation 
wholly owned by an Indian tribe; (c) the government of the State of Illinois or any agency or department 
thereof; or (d) the government of any municipality in Cook County. 

(F) "Employment" means the performance of services for an employer (1) for remuneration; or (2) as a 
volunteer; or (3) as a participant in a training or apprenticeship program. 

(G) "Employment agency" means a person that undertakes to procure employees or opportunities to work 
for potential employees, through interviews, referrals, or advertising, or any combination thereof. 

(H) "Housing status'' means the type of housing in which an individual resides, whether publicly or 
privately owned; an individual’s ownership status with respect to the individual’s residence; or the status 
of having or not having a fixed residence. 

(I) "Labor organization" includes any organization, labor union, or craft union, or any voluntary 
incorporated association designed to further the cause of the rights of union labor, which is constituted for 
the purpose, in whole or in part, of collective bargaining or of dealing with an employer concerning 
grievances, terms or conditions of employment, or apprenticeships or applications for apprenticeships, or 
of other mutual aid or protection in connection with employment, including apprenticeships or 
applications for apprenticeships. 

(J) "Marital status" means the status of being single, married, divorced, separated, or widowed. 

(K) "Military discharge status" means the fact of having been discharged from the Armed Forces of the 
United States, their Reserve components or any National Guard or Naval Militia other than by a 
"dishonorable discharge". 

(L) "National origin" means the place in which an individual or one of his or her ancestors was bom. 

(M) "Parental status" means the status of living with one or more dependent minors or disabled children. 
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(N) "Person" means one or more individuals; partnerships, associations, or organizations; labor 
organizations, labor unions, joint apprenticeship committees, or union labor associations; corporations; 
recipients of County funds; legal representatives, trusts, trustees in bankruptcy, or receivers; state 
governments other than that of Illinois; or commercial operations or entities controlled by governments 
other than those of Illinois, or of the United States. 

(O) "Public accommodation" means a person, place, business establishment, or agency that sells, leases, 
provides, or offers any product, facility, or service to the general public in Cook County, regardless of 
ownership or operation (1) by a public body or agency; (2) for or without regard to profit; or (3) fora 
fee or not for a fee. "Public accommodation" also means an institution, club, association, or other place 
of accommodation in Cook County, whether or not open to the general public, that has more than 400 
members and provides regular meal service and regularly receives payment for dues, fees, 
accommodations, facilities, or services from or on behalf of nonmembers for the furtherance of trade or 
business. "Public accommodation" also means any products, facilities, or services of a non-public 
accommodation that are made available in Cook County to the general public or to the customers or 
patrons of another establishment that is a public accommodation. 

(P) "Religion" means all aspects of religious observance and practice, as well as belief, or the actual 
identification with or perceived identification with a religion. 

(Q) "Sexual orientation" means the status or expression, whether actual or perceived, of heterosexuality, 
homosexuality, or bisexuality. 

(R) "Sourc e of i ncom e " m e ans th e lawfu l- mann e r by which an individua l- support s hims e lf or h e rs e lf and 
his- or - h e r d e p e nd e nts. "Source of income" means any lawful income, subsidy or benefit with which an 
individual supports himself or herself and his or her dependents, including, but not limited to, child 
support, maintenance, and any federal, state or local public assistance, medical assistance, or rental 
assistance program. 

(S) "Unlawful discrimination" means discrimination against a person because of the actual or perceived 
status, practice, or expression of that person's race, color, sex, age, religion, disability, national origin, 
ancestry, sexual orientation, marital status, parental status, military discharge status, source of income, or 
housing status; or the actual or perceived association with such a person. 

V. PUBLIC ACCOMMODATIONS 


(A) PROHIBITION 

No person that owns, leases, rents, operates, manages, or in any manner controls a public accommodation 
in Cook County shall withhold, deny, curtail, limit, or discriminate concerning the full use of such public 
accommodation by any individual on the basis of unlawful discrimination. 

(B) EXCEPTIONS 

The prohibition contained in this Article V shall not apply to sex discrimination in any of the following: 

(1) The prohibition contained in this Article V shall not apply to sex discrimination in any of the 
following: 

(a) DISTINCTLY PRIVATE FACILITY. Any facility that is distinctly private in nature, such as 
rest rooms, shower rooms, bath houses, dressing rooms, or health clubs. 
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(b) SLEEPING ROOMS. Any facility that restricts rental of residential or sleeping rooms to 
individuals of one sex. 

(c) EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. Any educational institution that restricts enrollment of 
students to individuals of one sex. 

(2) The Cook County Commission on Human Rights ("Commission") as defined in Article X of this 
Ordinance shall adopt rules specifying any additional exceptions to the prohibition contained in this 
Article V based on bona fide considerations of public policy. 

(3) Notwithstand i ng anything to th e contrary contain e d in thi s Ordinanc e , nothing contain e d in this 
Artic le V s ha l l r e quir e any p e rson who do e s not participat e in th e f e d e ral S e ction 8 housing assistance 
program (42 U.S.C. H37f) to acc e pt any s ubsidy, paym e nt assistanc e -vouch e r, - or contribution und e r or 
in conn e e f ion - w i th - su ch - program or to l e a se or r e nt to any t e nant or prosp e ct i v e t e nant who is r e lying on 
such a subsidy, paym e nt a ssi stanc e- , con t r ib ution, or vouch e r for paym e nt of part - of -t h e r e nt for s uch plac e 
of a c commodation. 

(C) SEXUAL HARASSMENT 

No person who is, owns, leases, rents, operates, manages, or in any manner controls a public 
accommodation shall engage in sexual harassment affecting access to, participation in, or the foil use of 
such public accommodation. "Sexual harassment" means any unwelcome sexual advance, request for 
sexual favors, or conduct of a sexual nature when (1) submission to such conduct is an explicit or implicit 
term or condition of an individual's access to, participation in, or full use of a public accommodation; or 
(2) submission to or rejection of such conduct by an individual is used as the basis for any decision 
affecting the individual's access to, participation in, or full use of a public accommodation; or (3) such 
conduct has the purpose or effect of substantially interfering with an individual's access to, participation 
in, or full use of any public accommodation or creating an intimidating, hostile, or offensive environment 
with respect thereto. 


VI. HOUSING 


(A) DEFINITIONS 

Whenever used in this Article VI: 

(1) "Person" shall mean any person as defined in Article II (N) of this Ordinance that is also an 
owner, lessor, sublessor, assignor, managing agent, or other individual, firm, or corporation having the 
right to sell, rent, lease, or sublease any housing unit within Cook County, or any agent, broker, or other 
individual working on behalf of any such individual, firm, or corporation. 

(2) "Real estate transaction" means the sale, exchange, rental, occupancy, lease, sublease, or 
lease renewal of real property for residential purposes in Cook County or the provision of services or 
utilities in connection with such sale, exchange, rental, occupancy, lease, sublease, or lease renewal. 
"Real estate transaction" also means with respect to activity conducted or property located in Cook 
County, the brokering or appraising of residential real property in Cook County and the making, 
purchasing, or guaranteeing of loans or mortgages or providing any other financial assistance either (a) 
for purchasing, constructing, improving, repairing, or maintaining a dwelling or (b) secured by residential 
real property. 
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(B) PROHIBITIONS 

(1) TERMS AND CONDITIONS. No person shall make any distinction, discrimination, or 
restriction in the price, terms, conditions, or privileges of any real estate transaction, including the 
decision to engage in or renew any real estate transaction, on the basis of unlawful discrimination. 

(2) DISCRIMINATORY COMMUNICATIONS. No person shall publish, circulate, issue, or 
display, or cause to be published, circulated, issued, or displayed, any communication, notice, 
advertisement, sign or other writing of any kind relating to a real estate transaction which will indicate or 
express any unlawful limitation or discrimination on the basis of unlawful discrimination. 

(3) LISTINGS. No person shall deliberately and knowingly refuse examination of any listing of 
residential real property within Cook County to any individual because of unlawful discrimination. 

(4) REPRESENTATIONS. No person shall deliberately and knowingly represent to an individual 
that residential real property is not available for inspection, sale, rental, or lease in Cook County when in 
fact it is available, or fail to bring a residential real estate listing in Cook County to an individual's 
attention, or refuse to permit a person to inspect residential real property in Cook County because of 
unlawful discrimination. 

(5) BLOCKBUSTING. No person shall solicit, for sale, lease, or listing for sale or lease, 
residential real property within Cook County on the grounds of loss of value due to the present or 
prospective entry into any neighborhood of any individual or individuals of any particular race, color, sex, 
age, religion, disability, national origin, ancestry, sexual orientation, marital status, parental status, 
military discharge status, source of income, or housing status. 

(6) ENCOURAGEMENT OF BLOCKBUSTING. No person shall distribute or cause to be 
distributed written material or statements designed to induce any owner of residential real property in 
Cook County to sell or lease his, her, or its property because of any prospective change in the race, color, 
sex, age, religion, disability, national origin, ancestry, sexual orientation, marital status, parental status, 
military discharge status, source of income, or housing status of individuals in the neighborhood. 

(7) CREATING ALARM. No person shall intentionally create alarm among residents of any 
community within Cook County by transmitting communication in any manner, including a telephone 
call whether or not conversation thereby ensues, with a design to induce any person within Cook County 
to sell or lease his or her residential real property within Cook County because of the present or 
prospective entry into the vicinity of the property of any individual or individuals of any particular race, 
color, sex, age, religion, disability, national origin, ancestry, sexual orientation, marital status, parental 
status, military discharge status, source of income, or housing status. 

(C) EXCEPTIONS 

The prohibitions in this Article VI shall not apply to any of the following: 

(1) AGE. Restricting rental or sale of a housing accommodation to an individual of a certain age 
group (a) when such housing accommodation is authorized, approved. Financed, or subsidized in whole 
or in part for the benefit of that age group by a unit of state, local, or federal government; or (b) when the 
duly recorded initial declaration of a condominium or community association limits such housing 
accommodations to individuals 50 years of age or older, provided that an individual or members of the 
household of an individual owning or renting a unit in such housing accommodation prior to the 
recording of the initial declaration shall not be deemed to be in violation of the age restriction as long as 
the individual or household member continues to own or reside in the housing accommodation. 
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(2) RELIGION. Limitation, by a religious organization, association, or society, or any not-for- 
profit institution or organization operated, supervised, or controlled by or in conjunction with a religious 
organization, association, or society, of the sale, rental, or occupancy of a dwelling which it owns or 
operates for other than a commercial purpose to individuals of the same religion, or from giving 
preference to such individuals. 

(3) SINGLE SEX. Restricting the rental of rooms in a housing accommodation to individuals of 
one sex. 

(4) PRIVATE ROOMS. Rental of a room or rooms in a private home by an owner if he or she or a 
member of his or her family resides therein or, while absent for a period of not more than twelve months, 
if he or she or a member of his or her family intends to return to reside therein. 

(5) PROPERTIES ACCEPTING HOUSING SUBSIDIES. Notwithstanding anything to the 
contrary contained in this Ordinance, nothing contained in this Article VI shall require any person who 
do es- not - partic i pat e in th e f e d e ral S e ction 8 housing ass i sta n c e- program ( 4 2 - U.S.C. 1 4 - 37^ - 1 - 0 ace e pt - any 
subsidy already accepts subsidies , payment assistance, vouch e r, or contribution or vouchers under or in 
connection with s uch program the federal Section 8 housing assistance program (42 U.S.C. 1437f) for 
25% or more of the units in a given multi-family residential real property , or to lease or rent to - an - y - t e nant 
another unit of that same residential real property to an existing or prospective tenant who is relying on 
such a subsidy, payment assistance, contribution, or voucher for payment of any part of the rent for such 
h o u si n g- accommodation a unit . 

(6) MIXED INCOME COMMUNITIES. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in 
this Ordinance, nothing contained in this Article VI would apply to any municipality where 2.5% or more 
of the total residential units are occupied by tenants using subsidies, payment assistance, contributions or 
vouchers under in connection with the federal Section 8 housing assistance program (42 U.S.C. 1437f). 

(I)) SEXUAL HARASSMENT 

No person shall engage in sexual harassment in any real estate transaction. "Sexual harassment" means 
any unwelcome sexual advance, request for sexual favors, or conduct of a sexual nature when (1) 
submission to such conduct is an explicit or implicit term or condition of an individual's real estate 
transaction; or (2) submission to or rejection of such conduct by an individual is used as the basis for any 
decision affecting the individual's real estate transaction; or (3) such conduct has the purpose or effect of 
substantially interfering with an individual's real estate transaction or creating an intimidating, hostile, or 
offensive environment with respect thereto.

WHEREAS, the fiscal impact of Mentally Ill Arrestees on Cook County Jail and the Juvenile Temporary

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Your Committee on Administration of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to 
notice on Wednesday, October 15, 2003 at the hour of 1:30 P.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, County 
Building, 118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following items and upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendations are as follows: 

1. 018 Account - Budget (Board of Commissioners) 

2. Cook County Board Proceedings 

3. Status of Purchasing Agent’s review of alternate methods of solicitation, receipt and 
processing of bids. 
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4. Update on alternate electrical generation systems for county facilities. 

5. Facilities' security: 

• Emergency preparedness 

• Review of current security matters 

Chairman Hansen stated that signs have been posted in the Board room designating reserved seating for 
commissioners staff only. 

Michelle Harris, Secretary to the Board stated that President Stroger requested a memo to all department 
heads making them aware that the section is reserved for commissioners' staff only. 

Michelle Harris stated that particular section was chosen because it accommodates more staff; it has a 
total of fifteen seats. 

Chairman Hansen suggested that we would give the new seating system a try, and if it doesn't work it 
could always be changed. 

Chairman Hansen asked for a motion to approve the new seating arrangement. 

Commissioner Murphy, seconded by Commissioner Steele, moved to approve the new seating 
arrangement in the Cook County Board Room. The motion carried. 

ITEM #1 


Chairman Hansen stated that no increase in personnel or grades are planned for the 018 Account for 2004. 
There is a 3% cost of living increase. The Board of Commissioners office is also holding the line on 
amounts for supplies, materials, parts, facilities, rental, and utilities, as requested by President Stroger. 

Commissioner Murphy, seconded by Commissioner Gorman moved approval and also 
recommended inclusion in Executive Budget Recommendations. The motion carried. 

ITEM #2 


Chairman Hansen stated that Cook County Board Proceedings have been distributed to the 
Commissioners for the following meeting dates: May 20, 2003, June 3, 2003, June 17, 2003 and July 1, 
2003. No action will be taken at today’s meeting. Chairman Hansen recommended that these board 
proceedings be deferred until the next Administration Committee Meeting. 

Chainnan Hansen stated that there are 150 sets of Board Proceedings that need to be reviewed. 

Commissioner Steele asked when an error is found, who should be notified. 

Chainnan Hansen asked Joy Wykowski to respond to Commissioner Steele’s question. 

Joy Wykowski, Deputy Clerk of the Board, stated when a commissioner makes the County Clerk's Office 
aware of a change, they look at their records from the meeting and if it's different from the County 
Clerk's Office, they view the video tapes. 

Commissioner Collins questioned why the Ordinances and Resolutions are journalized separately. 
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Joy Wykowski stated that Commissioner Collins is speaking in regards to two different issues. The 
Journal of Proceedings which contain everything that took place at a particular Board Meeting include all 
Ordinances and Resolutions that were passed at the meeting. Further, she stated that there is a contract 
which was approved by the Board on July 1, 2003 with Municipal Code Corporation (MCC) for the 
compilation of the Ordinances for Cook County. The last time the ordinances were compiled was in 
1990. Municipal Code Corporation was supplied with all the Ordinances and after each Cook County 
Board meeting the County Clerk forwards new ordinances to Municipal Code Corporation. At this time 
MCC is in the process of compiling information. Once a draft is received, it will be reviewed by the 
State's Attorney's Office for accuracy, and then it will be referred to the Legislation and 
Intergovernmental Relations Committee. Ordinances will continue to be updated. 

Commissioner Collins asked when the Commissioners can expect to receive a copy of the Ordinance 
book. 

Joy Wykowski stated that she will defer to Helen Haynes to respond to her question. 

Helen Haynes, State's Attorney’s Office, stated that under the contract with Municipal Code Corporation 
the State’s Attorney’s Office is expecting the first draft within 45 days. Once the draft is received the 
State’s Attorney’s Office will review what has been organized, the proper format, including notes 
showing the history of when the various Ordinances were passed. Further she slated that the turn-around 
time is very tight. Then the State’s Attorney’s Office will go through the changes with Municipal Code 
Corporation, the County Clerk’s Office, the President's Office and the Legislation and Intergovernmental 
Relations Committee. 

Commissioner Collins asked who detennines that this would fall under the role of the State’s Attorney’s 
Office. 

Helen Haynes stated that the State's Attorney by law advises the County and the Cook County Board. 
The State’s Attorney's Office is providing a review based on the statutory role of the legal aspects of the 
ordinances maintained by the County Clerk’s Office. 

Chairman Hansen stated that it is not the role of the State’s Attorney’s Office to tell the Cook County 
Commissioners how to pass laws, but to provide legal advice. 

Commissioner Gorman, seconded by Commissioner Murphy, moved to defer Item #2 until the next 
Administration Committee meeting and at that time also consider changes from the commissioners. 
The motion carried. 

ITEM #3 


Chairman Hansen stated that a letter was distributed to each Commissioner from Purchasing Agent 
Raymond Robin, stating that the Purchasing Department is compiling and reviewing information 
regarding electronic bidding. 

Chairman Hansen asked for a motion to defer the item. 

Commissioner Gorman, seconded by Commissioner Steele, moved to defer Item #3 until the next 
Administration Committee Meeting. The motion carried. 
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ITEM #4 


Commissioner Hansen asked what the cost would be to include the systems at the County Building that 
are not on emergency back up generators to be at full capacity. 

Elizabeth Melas, Deputy Director, Office of Capital Planning and Policy, stated that the Commissioners 
received an inventory of the countywide facilities. Additionally, the Office of Capital Planning and 
Policy looked specifically at the cost to provide full generator power to the building and the cost would be 
approximately $7 million dollars. 

Chairman Hansen asked if the Commissioners could receive this information in writing. 

Elizabeth Melas stated that she will provide the Commissioners with the requested information. Further, 
Ms. Melas stated that the Office of Capital Planning and Policy has not done an in-depth study, this is just 
a preliminary budgetary estimate. Currently the Cook County Building does have generator power for 
emergency lighting, power for emergency telephones and the elevators. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that he would like to know were the $7 million dollar figure comes from. 

Elizabeth Melas stated that the $7 million dollar figure would provide two additional 2000kw generators 
that would provide power for the entire County Building, which would include design and construction 
fees required for installation. 

Commissioner Steele asked if the new Stroger Hospital of Cook County and the Cook County Jail have 
backup generators. 

Elizabeth Melas stated that the new Stroger Hospital of Cook County has all the critical equipment and 
emergency generator power. Also, the county jail has generator power, but she does not know what 
specifically is hooked up to the emergency generator. 

Chairman Hansen asked if the County has investigated the cost of gas cell type electrical generator units. 

John Joiner, Director, Department of Facilities Management, stated that since 1990 there has been some 
discussion on co-generating power, but only on the Department of Corrections Campus, where the 
County would generate its own electricity. Further, he stated that since the electrical rates are solid at this 
time this matter has not gone any further than being discussed. In closing, Mr. Joiner stated that he would 
if necessary, go through the past files and provide the Commissioners with updated information. 

Chairman Hansen stated that he is concerned about the fact that if power from Commonwealth Edison 
was off the County Building will be off completely. 

Elizabeth Melas stated that the point of emergency power in the Cook County Building is to provide 
adequate lighting to get employees out of the building. Further, she stated that currently the County 
Building is not set up to keep operating in case of a power outage. The Office of Capital Planning and 
Policy would have to look and see if it is even feasible to add the two generators. 

Commissioner Murphy stated that a study should be conducted in regards to emergency power in the 
Cook County Building. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if the Cook County Building is a command post. 
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Elizabeth Melas stated that there is no command post in the Cook County Building. 

Chairman Hansen stated that it would be helpful to have further examination of partial or total type of 
electrical supplies. 

Chairman Hansen asked if the data processing backup was completed. 

Chairman Hansen asked Stanley Molis, Director of the Department for Management of Information 
Systems (MIS), stated that currently there is an unlimited power supply (UPS) attached to the mainframe, 
but it does not have a generator attached to it at this time. If the power goes out it is only good for four 
hours to power everything down so that nothing will crash. 

John Joiner stated that the uninterruptible power supply (UPS) system that handles the MIS Department, 
gives a four hour window before MIS would lose data. Currently, the Department of Facilities 
Management is looking at fitting the uninterruptible power supply (UPS) system from MIS and their 
system onto the generator that is currently in the Cook County Building. 

John Joiner stated that the generator that is currently in the Cook County Administration Building will not 
keep the building running, but the generator will allow MIS to maintain data for four hours with the 
uninterruptible power supply (UPS). Further, he stated that currently the generator is used for emergency 
lighting, three elevators and fire pumps. He is trying to place MIS on the same generator. 

Chairman Hansen asked what capability MIS will have once they are hooked up to the generator. 

John Joiner stated that MIS will be able to operate the mainframe. 

Chairman Hansen asked what is the target date for having MIS hooked up to the generator. 

John Joiner stated it should be completed within the next two to three months. At this time it is being 
studied including in-house engineering. 

Chairman Hansen asked if it has come before the County Board. 

John Joiner stated that he is working with in-house electricians, but if the load on the uninterruptible 
power supply (UPS) is increased then he would have to look at other alternatives. 

Chairman Hansen asked Mr. Joiner to keep the Administration Committee informed in regards to the 
uninterruptible power supply. 

Commissioner Murphy, seconded by Commissioner Gorman, moved to defer Item #4 until the next 
Administration Committee Meeting. The motion carried. 

ITEM #5 


Chairman Hansen stated that a copy of the Cook County Ordinance implementing the State ESDA Statute 
was sent to each Administration Committee member. 

Chairman Hansen asked if anyone was present from the Sheriff s Office. 
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Zelda Whittier. Undersheriff. Cook County Sheriffs Office, stated that since 09/11/01 everyone had to 
improve their security measures. The Sheriff has worked diligently towards improving security at all of 
the Cook County facilities. She stated that all the court facilities have increased the screening procedures 
to insure that every person is adequately screened. The Cook County Building presents a number of 
concerns because the building is shared with the City of Chicago. The Sheriffs Office would have to 
work in connection with the City of Chicago; additionally equipment would have to be installed in both 
buildings. The number of law enforcement officers in the Cook County Building has increased. 

Chairman Hansen asked if there was any way that the level of security can be the same as in the Daley 
Center. 


Zelda Whittier stated that it would take an initiative from both the County and the City to work together. 

Chairman Hansen asked if there was a reason why the County Building could not be done alone. 

Zelda Whittier stated that she would like to defer the question to Chief Don DuLaney. 

Chief Donald DuLaney stated that in November 2001, Chief Deputy Sheriff Robert Beavers forwarded 
staffing estimates to Cook County. Since then no further analysis has been done. The cost estimates that 
we currently have date back to 2001, but could be updated at the request of the County Board. 

Chairman Hansen asked if anything has taken place which might change the estimates based on the 
urgency of the subject matter. 

Zelda Whittier stated that the cost analysis that was given to the Commissioners in 2001 has changed. 
She stated that another analysis will be required to give the Commissioners a clear representation of what 
it would cost to provide the needed security for the County Building. 

Chairman Hansen asked if the Sheriffs Office could provide the Commissioners with an updated analysis 
by the next Cook County Board Meeting. 

Zelda Whittier stated that she will provide the Commissioners with an updated analysis. 

In reference to the Emergency Services and Disaster Agency Ordinance for the County under Section 5- 
104, Chairman Hansen inquired whether the County has any such agreements with any other entity under 
the Emergency Services and Disaster Agency Ordinance. 

Zelda Whittier stated that at the next Cook County Board Meeting the Sheriffs Office will be introducing 
a mutual aid agreement for the County Board to approve. 

Kevin Phillips, Director of Emergency Management, stated that there are several levels of mutual aid that 
recently have been proposed and put into operation. One of the mutual aid agreements deals with law 
enforcement agencies. The Sheriff s Office has proposed a mutual aid agreement among the collar 
counties relative to emergency management or emergency services. 

Chairman Hansen asked how this would assist the County. 

Kevin Phillips responded that it would formalize what the County had as an unwritten policy among the 
collar counties to assist each other in emergencies and disasters. Further he stated that most mutual aid 
agreements are voluntary, however, this would formalize the agreement. 
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Kevin Phillips informed the Commissioners that the Emergency Services and Disaster Agency Ordinance 
dates back to the early 80s. The ordinance has always been based upon the State statute for emergency 
sendees. 

Chairman Hansen stated that the State's Attorney’s Office is also working on the Emergency Sendees and 
Disaster Agency Ordinance. 

Helen Haynes, State's Attorney’s Office, informed the Commissioners that the Illinois Emergency 
Management Agency Act was first prepared in 1975, which was referred to under a slightly different 
name, and has been amended many times. Recently there has been legislation proposed to change the 
definition of disaster, so that it clearly encompasses public health disasters. 

Chairman Hansen stated that the State's Attorney’s Office should work together with the Sheriff s Office 
so that the Commissioners could have an updated version. 

Zelda Whittier stated that the Sheriff s Office will work together with the State's Attorney's Office. 

Chairman Hansen stated that this item can be brought up again at the next Administration Committee 
meeting and review any changes that need to be made at that time. 

Commissioner Murphy asked if the County has done anything to protect our firefighters. 

Zelda Whittier stated that last year the Sheriff s Office had an item on the agenda through Emergency 
Management to purchase equipment for first responders. She asked Kevin Phillips to give the 
Commissioners more detailed information. 

Mr. Phillips stated that $150,000.00 was dedicated to purchase and distribute the Mutual Aid Box Alarm 
System (MABAS), a fire sendee mutual aid group. He stated that a community’s fire department 
benefited from the purchase and deployment of the equipment. Protective masks were purchased for law 
enforcement. The Illinois Terrorism Task Force has been working with the County to provide to all the 
law enforcement agencies with initial levels of preparedness. 

Chairman Hansen asked who is appointed to sene on the ESDA. 

Kevin Phillips stated that it is the Emergency Management Agency within the Sheriff’s Office. He stated 
that there are five budgeted positions. The Sheriff is the coordinator of emergency services in the County 
and the President of the Cook County Board is the chairman. 

Chairman Hansen stated that he was pleased that the State’s Attorney's Office and the Sheriff s Office 
will review the document. The Commissioners can be notified as to what course of action should be 
taken including that protective masks were purchased. Further he stated that the amendments that were 
made in Springfield should be incorporated in the County’s Ordinance. 

Chairman Hansen stated that at the next Administration Committee Meeting a report from the Sheriff and 
the State's Attorney will be available. 

Commissioner Gorman, seconded by Commissioner Murphy, moved to defer Item #5 until the next 
Administration Committee Meeting. The motion carried. 

Commissioner Murphy moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Gorman. The 
motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

Vice Chairman Goslin, seconded by Commissioner Moreno, moved approval of Communication 
No. 261806 as amended, pending the provision of title searches and all other pertinent information 
by October 21, 2003, by the Department of Planning and Development. 

Chairman Sims provided some extra information on the following Communication Numbers: 

Communication No. 261429 contains 40 pins, 19 of which were certified and recommended for approval, 
the other 21 of which were withdrawn. 

Communication No. 261806 has 954 pins. Chairman Sims asked Jacqueline Harder to comment on this 
communication. 

Ms. Harder stated that Communication No. 261806 is not a complete package: It lacks title reports, as 
w'ell as pictures of 6 pins. She recommended deferral until the application package is complete. 

Randy Kemmer, Assistant State's Attorney, stated that it is at the committee's discretion whether to act on 
Communication No. 261806. 

Commissioner Moreno asked whether the Department of Planning and Development keeps track of the no 
cash bid parcels that are given to municipalities, for example, how long the parcels are off the tax rolls, 
what is done with them, to whom they are sold. 

Ms. Harder replied that the county board ordinance stipulates that the municipality is supposed to file 
reports with the Department of Planning and Development for five years or until development occurs. 
Not all municipalities comply. 

Commissioner Moreno noted that if the municipality is doing something inappropriate with a given parcel 
the Department of Planning and Development needs to know. 

Chairman Sims noted that it w'as her understanding that on a given parcel of land municipalities report to 
the Department of Planning and Development for seven years. She stated that she was also under the 
impression that a report was forthcoming concerning all the parcels. 

Ms. Harder replied that municipalities state in their letter of request to the Board of Commissioners that 
they will comply with the reporting requirements and will also file annual reports with the Department of 
Planning and Development. 
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Commissioner Moreno asked whether there is any enforcement language in the letter that the State's 
Attorney's Office could follow up on. 

Ms. Harder replied that the ordinance contains requirement language. 

Mr. Kemmer stated that the Department of Planning and Development does not have any enforcement 
mechanism. 

ASA Kemmer suggested that if the Department of Planning and Development does not receive reporting, 
the Board of Commissioners could stop approving no cash bids for the errant municipality. 

Commissioner Moreno requested that Ms. Harder write a letter to the errant municipalities notifying them 
that they are on notice that they will receive no more no cash bids until they have complied with the 
reporting requirements. 

Chairman Sims requested that Ms. Harder start sending the above-mentioned letters in January. 

Vice Chairman Goslin asked ASA Kemmer whether there is a reverter clause in the relevant ordinance 
that would stipulate that ownership of land reverts to the County if they breach the terms of the ordinance. 

ASA Kemmer replied in the negative. 

Vice Chairman Goslin noted that the purpose of the no cash bid is to cultivate the parcels and put them on 
the tax roll. 

Commissioner Moreno asked whether it was a local ordinance that governed no cash bids, if so, the 
ordinance should be amended. 

ASA Kemmer confirmed that it was a local ordinance that governed no cash bids and reiterated that it is 
up to the Board of Commissioners whether to continue dispensing parcels to municipalities which fail to 
report. 

Chairman Sims noted that the ordinance stipulates that municipalities are not to land-bank property. 

Commissioner Moreno stated that perhaps the deed should have a reversionary clause, should the 
municipalities not comply with the reporting requirements or not use the land for its intended purpose. 

ASA Kemmer replied that he is not sure the deed could contain such language; perhaps the initial 
agreement could. 

Commissioner Moreno stated that since the municipality is getting the land free of liens, it is the public 
that pays if the municipality doesn't use the land for its intended purposes. 

Commissioner Moreno requested that the Chairman direct ASA Kemmer to write a memorandum on 
inserting a reversionary clause in order to avoid land banking and negligent use so that were this to occur 
the County could sell the land to someone else who would put the land on the tax rolls. 

Chairman Sims asked which would be a stronger step to take, amending the resolution or amending the 
ordinance. 
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ASA Kemmer recommended that the Board of Commissioners stop issuing no cash bids to errant 
municipalities. He further stated that it would not be possible to get back the parcels regarding which 
municipalities are non-compliant on reporting or usage. 

Commissioner Moreno stated that inserting a reversionary clause in the initial agreement would be a good 
safeguard for the future. 

Vice Chairman Goslin suggested that the Department of Planning and Development make a report to the 
Board of Commissioners regarding reporting compliance of municipalities. 

Ms. Harder replied that her department has that information in a database. 

Vice Chairman Goslin stated that he would like a report on municipality compliance at the beginning of 
every meeting. 

Commissioner Peraica noted that deciding when to enforce a reversionary clause because of usage would 
be very subjective - sometimes logistical or economic problems can result in a municipality not using a 
parcel. Further, in dealing with thousands of parcels enforcing a reversionary code because of usage 
would require a lot of work. 

Vice Chairman Goslin stated that he intended the reversionary clause to apply only to those municipalities 
that were not complying with the reporting requirements. He agreed sometimes the economic climate for 
development takes many years to grow. 

Chairman Sims asked Ms. Harder to provide a report every six months to the Commissioners regarding 
the reporting compliance of the municipalities. 

Vice Chairman Goslin, seconded by Commissioner Moreno, moved the approval of Communication

WHEREAS, to mitigate continuing damage to the Building which would result from prolonged 
exposure of the structure and contents to moisture and to begin the emergency restoration work required 
to remove smoke contamination throughout the Building which is necessary before the Building can be 
occupied, and to provide for emergency relocation of the many public service offices, it is necessary to 
enter into various contracts and to incur expenses to respond to these emergency conditions; and

the Insurance Adjustors, it is believed that most of the losses sustained to the Building and the costs 
associated with business interruption will be covered under policies of insurance.
